Sir,— In order to enable mu to reply 
to ynur lottor of tlie 13lii lust., re- 
specting tlui work done by tlio Salva- 
tion Army In Toronto tlu-uugh tliclr 
several agencies, I asked Staff-Inspec- 
tor ArcldlHild to obtain Information 
roUitlng tluireto which could be veri- 
fied from police sources and records, 
and r am now In possesstoii ol Ills 
report. 

It would apiiear ttuit the Police Dc- 
IMirtinent liavo received practical as- 
slstnucu from tlie Salvation Army in 
the dlsiHJHltlon of many destitute per- 
sons, nnd the Army Slicltei- bus never 
refiiwiil to tnkc ciinrgo of Iioiiieless 
men, women or ciLlIdrca when request- 
ed to do so hf tlie police. It la also 
within tlie knowledge of the Depart- 
ment that tlie work of rcscuo or re- 
clniiiatlon by tho Salvation Army has 
been successful In a number of In- 
stances, and I tlJnk tlicy are entitled 
to much credit for tlwi efforts made 
In Toronto to suppress vice and In- 
duce iieopin to live respectable lives. 

As to the Worklngmcn's I/Odglng 
House, I Understand It ean be clear- 
ly sho^rn tlut large numbers of men 
•were jirovldcil witli food and shelter 
ut a very low cost during tlio win- 
ter, and that In a number ol Instances 
work was found for those disposed to 
take It. 

I Jinvo always found tlio Salvation 
Army and their officials ready to con- 
form to tJio police rcgulutloas In the 
streets, anil I regard the organisation 
as one tlint Is undoubtedly doing good 
In the community, at least so far as 
Toronto la concerned.

FRANK SEXTDN'S CONFESSION! 

Tlu! following Is a copy ol a confes- 
sion from Mr. Sexton, wMch appealed

Toronto, .\nsust 13, 1883. 

My Dear Comrndcs: 

I feel it Is tine to you anil to the 
CommLii-loncr before he leaves, tluit 
I should send a few lines to the Wnr 
Cry In n<Iercnce to the recent trou- 
bles TTltli a few ex-offlccrs la nfaich 
1 was mixed up. I am deeply sorry 
tlmt I ever took any part whOitever 
in the matter, and mis eo foolish as 
to believe the stories told me without 
Investigating fur myself.
